1 . Claims 1 3, 1 5 to 23 and 25 to 41 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a non-volatile 
memory device as claimed including two distinct charge storage regions located in a 
dielectric and displaced from each other and from the source and drain regions 
along the channel of the memory cells could not be anticipated nor, in combination, 
be rendered obvious over the prior art of record.
